ciation of Winnipeg, expressed at the 
meeting of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ assocjation in convention here 
the hope that the farmers and manu- 
facturers would meet in conference 
and frankly lay their cards in regard 
to the tariff controversy on the table. 
8. K. Parsons, president of the as- 
sociation, announced that the asso- 
ciation would be glad to meet the 
grain growers of the West and bring 
about a conference in Winipeg. 


Other speakers were J. T. Hender-} 


son, Windsor, Ont., who endorsed the 
plan for greater union between farm- 
ers and manufacturers; Senator Nich- 
ols, Toronto, who agreed that an un- 
derstanding was desirable, and also 
alluded to the huge profit the farm- 
ers were apparently making in wheat, 
and Sir John Willison, Toronto, who 
pleaded for dction now in after the 
war problems. 

Mr. Parsons, who delivered the 
presidential address of the associa- 
tion during the afternoon, was loudly 
applauded on resuming his seat, the 
delegates following it up by singing 
the national anthem. i 


Mackenzie Puts Proposal 

Mr. Mackenzie, when introduced as 
the representative of the National 
Council of Agriculture and the Grain 
Growers’ association, was warmly re- 
ceived by the delegates. He said he 
had come to the convention believing 
that the Canadian Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation existed for the sole purpose 
of boosting the tariff. He was glad to 
discover, from reading its’ reports, 
that it existed for essential reasons, 
and was doing a lot of good. They 
had a country, in Canada, of great 
possibilities, and its resources would 
be properly developed by united ef- 
forts. Both the manufacturer and the 
farmer were necessary. 

Mr. Mackenzie went on to enumer- 
ate the things the farmer had to 
struggle against, the depopulation of 
rural districts particularly. He con- 
cluded by saying: 

“IT want you to show me an under- 
taking that needs ‘protection and 
which we cannot do without, I hope 
that there will be conferences be- 
tweén the farming and manufactur- 
ing interests, when all the cards will 
be placed on the table.”

| 


And Etiquette 
Often Forgotten 


Players on any golf course, in common 
courtesy and fairness to other players, 


{should take the trouble to learn the ele- 


mentary rules and etiquette of the game. 
Three of the most important of which are; 

(1) Don't drive off the tee until the pre- 
ceding players have each taken thelr sec- 
ond shot, 

(2) Don't play up to the green when there 
are other players on the green holing out. 

(8) Don’t talk when players are taking 
shots either on the tee, on the green or any 
other place, 

Golf does not require as much vocal ac- 
companiment as baseball, Also please don't 
stick the flag staves into the greens. ‘This 
foolish practice simply ruins the greens 
and neutralizes the work of the men who 
are trying to get them into good shape, 
besides interfering with the play of other 
players. A little thought in these matters 
will convince the most careless of the ne- 


loessity of the observance of these rules. 


It is also well to remember that a two- 
somes, that Is to say a match consisting of 
two players, has the right of way over a 
three ball, a four ball, or any other com- 
petition and are entitled to pass. 

Parties searching for a lost ball must 
always allow other players coming up be- 
hind to pass them and, having once sig- 
nalled to them to come on, it 1s gross dis- 
courtesy (if the lost ball is in the mean- 
time found) to resume play. Walt until 
the fellows passing you have got ahead, 
Life may be short but there is generally 
plenty of time in which to finish a round 


of golf. 
Here is a “don't” that many_ players 
have seemingly never heard of. It is Ille-

Another prohibition too often “forgotten” 
is to “shoot” from within 20 yards of the 
yutting green when the flag pin ts in the 
Rais The flag MUST be removed when 
thus near or a severe penalty is due, 

Just one more. Don’t tramp around the 
vicinity of the hole in your hobnatled boots 
more than you cun possibly hee. Remem- 
ber, too, that it 1s also wrong to walk BE- 
TWEEN your ball and the hole when the 
ball Hes on the putting green. 

Get the habit of counting your strokes— 
every single one of them, Including misses 
and ancidental joggles which move the ball 
half an inch or so from its position, They 
are all “strokes” in clean, honest golf. 

Your ball musi by played from where it 
lies or the bole given up. You are not 
allowed to remove turf, grass or embedded 
stones, or to bend or move bushes or tall 
grass in order to get a better chance to hit 
it. You ean Hft LOOSE obstacles within 
a club's length of the ball and that is ali. 
Penalty otherwlhse. 

If you care to play golf at all, play it 
decently and properly. It is no excuse 
whatever to say you “don't know the 
rules.” Get the rules aod study them 
then we up to them, pay the penalties 
cheerfully and expect your partner or op 
ponent to do Hkewlse, and this latter ad

SOME QUESTIONS 
ON ELIGIBILITY 
FOR SOLDIER GRANTS 


Several! inquiries have been received 
at the local land o@ice as to the 
eligibility for land grant under the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act of men who 
are for one reason or another, hon- 
orably discharged from the army. One 
casé came before the local land agént 
as to the eligibility of a certain young 
man who enlisted and who was in- 
jured in a wreck so that he was dis- 
charged from the army before he had 
ever had an opportunity to even get 
to England. 

In reply to a request for an inter- 
pretation of an-honorable discharge in 
this respect, the Ottawa authorities 
say that a man who has been injured 
or has incurred a sickness causing him 
to be unfit for further military service 
is deemed to have performed an hon- 
orable service and {is looked upon as 
being eligible to receive the benefits 
to be derived under the Soldiers’ Set- 
tlement Act upon his receipt of the 
regular discharge. 


PASTURE VALUE _ .- 
OF BROME GREAT 


Kentucky Blue Grass Is Also In- 
valuable in the Dry 
Season 


Attention is drawn to the pasture 
value of brome and Kentucky blue 
gtass during a dry season like the 
present one. As may be seen on the 
prairie any place, the native grass is 
of practically no value at all, while 
the brome grass is grown to the 
height of one to three feet. The Ken- 
tucky blue grass, while not so luxuri- 
ant ag the brome, is atill very thrifty 
and the quality is much beter than 
the brome, It can be seen along thé 
edges of the boluevards in the city 
here in some places, and it is inter- 
esting to note the growth of the two 
graases especially where one can seé 
the native grass fairly burned out 
alongside. One farmer stated that he 
had always found that it paid to keep 
at least a part of the pasture in brome 
grasa, for in a dry year it was invalu- 
able as pasture and in a year in which 
there was plenty of moisture, the cat- 
tle would leave it entirely alone for 
the sweeter blue grass and it could 
then be cut ag hay.

The tax will be on the rental 
value, not necessarily on the amount 
of rent boing paid.

By far the most interesting item of 
the new taxes, judging from the 
amount of discussion on the subject, 
was the income tax. Such matters as 
the means of determining the taxable 
income, the Hability of employers for 
the collecting of taxes of their em- 
Ployees, the exemptions allowed, pro- 
vision for changes of employment and 
such matters, were all thoroughly 
threshed out.

Luxuries Versus Food. 

Foreign-made jewelry being ex- 
eluded by the recent order-in- 
council regarding imports, another 
order has been rushed through de- 
claring that dealers must sell the 
gold and silver ware they have on 
hand at the prices prevailing be- 
fore the war, The jewelry-buying 
section of the public will no doubt 
appreciate this prompt and timely 
intervention to save them from the 
consequences of a shortened sup- 
ply, whether the dealers do or not. 
Meantime the public at large are 
apparently left to pay whatever 
may be asked for fruit, vegetables 
and other household necessities 
the supplies of which are also to be 
cut down by the order against im- 
ports. Cheap jewelry, it seems, is 
more necessary to the winning of 
the war than cheap food. 


Where the Money Goes. 


According to the Department of 
Finance the fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in Canada 
last year collected premiums and 
paid losses of the following 
amounts:

The losses paid amounted to 
52.54 per cent. of the premiums re- 
ceived, For the previous year the 
losses amounted to 2 per cent. 

One of the 
most interesting statements in the 
report is that from 80 to 35 per 
cent. of the premiums goes to pay 
the expenses of management. Per- 
haps that explains why the Winni- 
peg board of underwriters boosted 
the insurance rates in Alberta 
cities when Edmonton reinstated 
an efficient fire brigade. Either 
the rates had to be raised or the 
per centage of premiums swallow- 
ed up in management expenses 
had to be

The 
Minister of Finance being tradi- 
tionally considerate of the money- 
ed interests of the country, there 
would seem to be latitude in that 
clause of the regulations for the 
extension of the packing business 
to any proportions, even on the 
assumption that larger profits 
have to be allowed if larger in- 
vestment is to be secured. 

The only conceivable object in 
the scheme reported from Toronto 
is to acquire the privilege to make 
unlimited profits on an unlimited 
issue of stock. That is not a pro- 
posal to which the public would 
give a very ready assent,

SENSATIONAL 
ENEMY MIX-UP 
IN AIR BATILE

Hun Aviators Caught in Their) 
Own Trap, Fight Each 
Other

With the British Army in France, 
June 12—This is the story of a battle 
royal waged in the air between two) 
flights of German planes. It was atl 
unintentional, but disastrous fight be-| 
tween brother aviators during whicn | 
British pilots joyfully and impartially 
rendered assistance first to the one 
side, then to the other, until so many 
of the emperor's machines had been 


damaged that the conflict could not 
continue. It was on June 6 that the 
extraordinary engagement occurred 
and it began thus: 

Two British officers tin a fighting 
machine were leading a patrol along 
the lines when they sighted a German 
Halberstadt two-seater, which, on 
their appearance, fired a green signal 
light. The leaders expected a trap 
and waited to see what this unusual 
performance meant. In @ short time 
six German scouts came wheeling out 
of the blue and joined the German 
aviator. Almost at once, six other 
enemy scouts dived out of the sun into 
their comrades whom they apparently 
mistook for a British patrol about to 
attack. What had happened was this: 


Acting as Decoy 

The Halberstadt had been acting as 
a decoy and the green light had been 
meant as a signal for assistance. But 
there had been no expectation that 
two flights of German planes woulda 
respond at the same time. Not betng 
able to distinguish the markings of 
their friends—and this has happened 
not infrequently before—-the new 
comers began a furlous attack on 
them. 

The British leaders then guided 
thelr patrol into this mad melee and 
took a hand. The Halberstadt was the 
first victim, and this was shot down 
by the British commanding machine 
Another British fighter, in the mean- 
time, had accounted for two more 
enemy scouts, which were sent swirt- 
ing to destruction below. Aji the 
time, the German aircraft were con 
tinuing their bitter battle among them- 
selves, and several of them were seen 
to go down out of control before tlie 
engagement finally ended. 

The British leaders, by their good 
judgment, had led the Huns into their 
own traps. 

Thrilling Fight 

This undoubtedly was a unique oc- 
currence but there are always plenty 
of thrilling incidents happening in the 
air these days. Take, for instance, the 
case of a British patrol of about eight 
battle planes, which fought and van- 
quished some forty enemy craft a few 
days ago. This British patrol, under 
command of a captain, was escorting 
@ bombing squadron when two score 
enemy machines were encountered, 
The British fighters and the enemy im- 
mediately raced in for the attack. 

Within a few seconds fierce fighting 
was in progress and the great fleet 
of nearly half a hundred airships weie 
swirling and diving madly against one 
another, while thelr machine guts 
joined in the vicious chorus that swept 
down to the troops on the ground like} 
the noise from scores of steam trip 


hammers. 
Out-Manoeuvred 


British out-manoeuvred and out- 
fought the enemy and many of the 
German machines were sent spinning 
away. Whether they were merely 
frightened or were out of control it 
was impossible to say, but at the con- 
clusion of the fight four German ma-| 
chines lay in crumpled masses on the 
ground and another had gone down 
in flames, 

Almost daily one hears of experi- 
ences in which our airmen have fought 
4 magnifictent battle against heart-| 
breaking odds. Such was the case of 
a pilot and observer who, while flying 
in a battle plane, were cut off from 
their patrol and were attacked by four 
enemy machines, 

The British pilot fired two hundred 
rounds into one of the hostile planes 
which was seen to crash. His ob- 
server also got in a good burst of 
fire at another German at close range, 
with a similar result. That left two 
of the men, and they were joined by 4 
third scouting machine, which began, 
firing at the British plane from above. 
The observer was shot and killed. 

The pilot spun his machine to a 
height of two thousand feet with the 
scout on his tail, At this height the! 
British aviator turned and attacked | 
the German so flercely that the latter | 
was driven off. The British pilot then 
succeeded in getting his machine to 
his own lines with his dead comrade 
strapped in the seat,

Against the Manufacturers—Wants Trade Board | 
to Watch Tariff Changes. | 


Montreal, Que., June 12—A_ yigor- 
ous defence of the present fiscal sys- 
tem for Canada, a_ protest against 
what was styled as the propaganda 
being waged against manufacturers, 
and a denunciation of the alleged vio- 
lation of the war-time political truce 
by Western grain growers who are 
accused of agitating against the tar- 
iff, form the features of the address 
delivered this afternoon to the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association, In 
annual convention at the Windsor ho- 


tol, by S. R. Parsons, Toronto, its 
president. 
Mr. Parsons recommended tho ap- 


pointment of a trade board to confer 
with the government in tariff changes. 

A plea for better relationship be- 
tween labor and capital in the work- 
tng out of after the war problems was 
also contained in Mr. Parson's speech. 

In the course of nis presidential ad- 
dress Mr, Parsons dealt largely with 
the relationship between employers 
and employees, and the problems of 
tariff, particularly as affecting manu- 
facturers and agriculturists, Under 
the caption of “Capital and Labor,” 
he said: 

“We have now come to see that just 
as a human body cannot do its best 
work unless the integral parts are 
acting together, so tn the case of our 
reat industrial system there must be 
i living spirit of working together in 
order to complete service We have 
had, perhaps, more or less of the ex- 


ternal form and have boasted too 
tnuch about the body of democracy 
when having little of the soul. Look-

no hesitation in saying that these 
should find some method of union.
